The Maiotis, reports indicated, is 
being tossed by a storm in_ the 
Mediterranean outside of Greek wa- 
ters. One of the most violent storms 
in years was reported raging. 

Last week, on his 75-hour liberty 
at sea, Insull became seasick and 
was unable to eat and suffered a 
heart attack. At that time the mas- 
ter of the Maiotis gave him a hypo- 
dermic injection. 

The Maiotis is seaworthy, al- 
though 46 years old, but apparently 
is beginning to feel the effects of 
age. Saturday night, just outside 
Piraeus the ship broke down. The 
crew labored for some time before 
the ship got under way again. The 
skipper, however, knows the waters 
like a book and has piloted the 
Maiotis between Greece and Black 
Sea ports for years. 


Guesses as to Destination. 


Some said the former Chicago 
utilities operator was bound for 
Abyssinia, but an Athens lawyer 
who has represented him denied 
that Abyssinia was his goal. ‘ The 
lawyer would not suggest any other 
destination, however. 

On the way to Abyssinia, the 
first stop of the Maiotis would be 
Port Said, at the mouth of the Suez 
Canal. From there the ship would 
proceed to Djibouti, French Somali- 
land, which is the port of entry for 
Abyssinia. 

Reports from the captain indicat- 
ed the Maiotis was chugging along 
at about 10 knots. This would take 
the ship to Port Said, about 700 
miles from Piraeus, late tomorrow 
or early Wednesday. It is 1600 
miles down the Red Sea from Port 
Said to Djibouti. 

Friends of Insull suggested he 
might remain at sea until April 20 
or longer. The Maiotis is well pro- 
visioned and even should fuel and 
supplies run low, more could be 
taken on board at several small 
ports without danger of Insull’s be- 
ing apprehended. 


Rumors in Greek Press. 


A rumor that Insull is at the 
mercy of gangsters who slipped 
aboard his ship with the intention 
of holding him for sansom, was 
printed in newspapers here today 
although police denied that any 
kidnapers could have boarded the 
ship while it was at Piraeus, the 
port of Atheus. The Piraeus har- 
bormaster said he had received 
no messages from the Maiotis since 
5 o’clock yesterday afternoon. The 
master of the Maiotis was under 
orders of the Greek Government 
to report his position hourly to 
Piraeus as long as the ship re- 
mained in Greek aters. 

Wireless queries sent direct to 
Insull aboard the Maiotis went un- 
answered. 


No newspaper men are known 
to have boarded the Maiotis at 
Piraeus, nevertheless two Greek 
newspapers today printed what 
they said was an exclusive inter- 
view with Insull.

Nation-wide Survey Made.

“Operating executives of 24 iron 
and steel companfes employing ap- 
proximately 100,000 workers in Ohio, 
Northern Kentucky and West Vir- 
ginia and Northwestern Pennsylva- 
nia, meeting in Cleveland today to 
discuss the Wagner bill, expressed 
the ocnviction this bill is a serious 
threat to the recovery program. 

“Orders for steel have already 
fallen off as a result of the un- 
certainty and hesitancy engendered 
throughout all industry by § the 
threat of passage of the Wagner 
bill, and strike pressure being 
brought by organized minorities. 

“If passed, the bill would force 
the closed shop upon industry and 
subject workers to arbitrary con- 
trol of leaders of national trade 
unions. The National Industrial 
Conference Board states that fewer 
than 10 per cent of workers now 
belong to national trade unions, and 
the Wagner bill therefore would be 
discriminatory legislation, forcing 
workers to accept a domination 
they do not desire.

Hits Her With Ax, Uses Razoor 
to End Life; Laundress 
Finds Bodies.

- CLEVELAND, March 19. — R. B. 
Newcomb, prominent Cleveland at- 
torney, killed his wife early today 
with an ax and then killed himself, 
police reported, by slashing his 
throat with a razor. Newcomb had 
been under treatment for a nervous 
breakdown. 

The two bodies were found in the 
Newcomb home at daybreak by a 
laundress. Coroner Pearse, sum- 
moned by Cleveland Heights po- 
lice, pronounced their deaths a 
murder and a suicide. 

Newcomb was a member of the 
law firm of Newcomb, Newcomb & 
Nord. 

Coroner Pearse’said a preliminary 
investigation indicated that New- 
comb awakened about 5:30 a. m., 
went to the basement to get the 
ax, and returned to his wife’s bed- 
room. He struck her one blow on 
the head as she slept, the Coroner 
theorized, and then descended to 
the basement to kill himself. 

Mrs. Mabel ‘Warner, aged mother 
of the murdered woman, said she 
heard her daughter cry out about 
5:30. She did not investigate im- 
mediately, and the bodies were not 
discovered until the laundress, Myra 
Johnson, came‘to work. 

A son, Miller W. Newcomb, about 
30 years old, also was in the home 
at the time of the tragedy. 

Adrian G. Newcomb, a brother of 
the attorney, said “he had been bet- 
ter for the last two or three weeks.

Swiss Guards with their hal- 
berds and papal gendarmerie in 
tri-cornered plumed hats and black 
knee boots over .white breeches 
guarded the various entrances and 
altars, adding color to the scene. 

The ritual of canonization ré- 
quired three Cardinals to approach 
the Pope—now enthroned near the 
central altar—and petition ‘to de- 
clare the blessed trio of saints. 
The request is repeated three 
times. Twice the Pope instructed 
them that it would be necessary to 
pray for guidance. Special pray- 
ers and the litany of saints were 
recited. After the third request the 
| Pontiff rose and, donning his tiara, 
pronounced the words that made 
them saints. 

At the offertory of the mass 
which followed, three Cardinals, in 
token of gratitude for his action, 
gave the Pope a keg of wine, one 
of water, several large loaves of 
bread and cages containing 
pigeons, doves and small birds. 

The Pope then conferred the 
apostolic blessing on the congre- 
gation, the six silver trumpets 
pealed again, and he was borne to 
his apartments. 

“Saint of the Lilies.” 

Saint Teresa’s short life on earth 
was a strong factor in her special 
appeal for the pilgrims gathered to 
revere the three today. She.was 
born the daughter of a knight in 
Arezzo, Italy, in 1747 and died 22 
years later in the Carmelite Con- 


ivent of Florence. 


.In the meantime, however, she 
had already come to be known as 
the “Saint of the Lilies.” She be- 
came a nun at 18 after she had 
satisfied parents and superiors alike 
that several girlhood visions had 
come direct from heaven. Postula- 
tors for her cause for beatification 
said her ‘face and hands retained 
the natural tint of life after painful 


lifelike and apparently untouched 
by death until the present day. The 
young Saint is buried in the Chapel 
of the Carmelite convent in Flor- 
ence. 

She was beatified in 1929. Since 
then, postulators say, two addition- 
al miracles of healing have been 
attributed to her divine interven- 
tion. 

Apostolic and educational work 
occupied the lifetime of Saint Pom- 
pilio. Born in Montecalvo near Na- 
ples in 1710, much of his life work 
was devoted to the Pount people of 
the Abruzzi. He is credited by 
postulators with numerous life- 
time and post-death miracles. He 
was beatified on these grounds in 
1890. 

Religious devotees from Turin 
particularly, thronged St. Peter’s in 
honor of Blessed Giuseppe’s canon- 
ization. He is cherished in that 
_| city as the founder of the Institute

DILLINGER LAWYER 
ACCUSED OF BRIBERY 


Held at Lima, O., on Arrival to 
Defend Gangster Clark on 
Trial for Murder.

LIMA, C., March 19. — Louis P. 
Piquett, Chicago attorney, who 
came here to defend Russell Clark, 
Dillinger gangster, in his first de 
murder trial, was charged 
with attempted bribery and dis 
orderly conduct in Municipal Court 
today. Piquett pleaded not guilty 
and was released to his local at- 
torney, Francis W. Durbin. 

The charges against Piquett, who 
was Dillinger’s attorney at Crown 
Point, Ind., before Dillinger es 
caped, were filed by Police Chief 
Ward Taylor here. They grew out 
of Piquett’s detention here Satur- 
day night after he arrived to join 
counsel for Clark. 
In an affidavit, 


fered him $100 to procure his re 
lease from the City Jail 

At the same time, in Common 
Pleas Court, Clark was placed in 
the same chair which Harry Pier- 
pont and Charles Makley have oc- 
cupied for the last two weeks. Both 
Pierpont and Makley have been 
found guilty of the murder of 
Sheriff Jess L. Sarber in a raid on 
the County Jail here last October 
to liberate John Dillinger. The ver- 
dite in both eases was death in the 
electric chair. 

The State is seeking the death 
penalty for Clark. 

Attorney Clarence C. Miller, coun- 
sel for Clark, objected this morn- 
ing to proceeding with the trial on 
the ground that veniremen who did 
not believe in capital punishment 
were excluded from service. Com- 
mon Pleas Judge E. E. Everett 
overruled the objection. 

Judge Everett excused 27 pro- 
spective jurors out of a panel of 
60 today because of their views on 
capital punishment. A special ve- 
nire of 40 was then called to in- 
sure enough jurors for the case. 
Court was adjourned-to tomorrow.

also is-expected to pass the bill to- 
day. 

It is expected organization of the 
Philippine Republic will be initiat- 
ed before the time limit set—Oct. 1. 

The new measure is known as the 
Tydings-McDuffie bill, bu’ actually 
is a virtual re-enactment of the old 
Hawes-Cutting law¥. 

There was not even a record vote 
in the House. 

Having administration approval, 
the measure was “brought up by 
Chairman McDuffie of the Insular 
Committee under a suspension of 
the House rules, which required at 
least a two-thirds majority for pass- 
age. 

President Roosevelt requested the 


legislation, somewhat more tberal |- 


than the lapsed Hawes-Cutting act 
but embodying most of its import- 
ant features. 

Under the bill, the Philippine Leg- 
islature must call a constitutional 
convention before Oct. 1. The Leg- 
islature is committed to its accept- 
ance, 

As soon as this constitution is 
approved, the Philippine Common- 
wealth comes into being, to func- 
tion during the 10-year economic 
transition period provided under 
the law. On the first July 4 follow- 
ing this 10-year transition period, 
the President of the United States 
is empowered to proclaim the Phil- 
ippine republic. 

Passage of the measure is ex- 
Pected to be followed by the de- 
parture of a congressional commis- 
sion to the Philippines to examine 
the economic objections Filipinos 
have raised.

ITALIAN WORLD PRIMACY 
BY THE 21ST CENTURY 


Lays Down 60-Year 


Program of “Natural 


Expansion” to Africa and Asia Which, 
. He Says, Will Produce Result. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, March 19.--Premier Mus- 
solini foresees an era of Italian 
expansion extending - steadily, de- 
spite all obstacles, into Asia and 
Africa. e expansion he told 
5000 cheering Fascists gathered ves- 
terday for the quinquennial acsem- 
bly of Italian leaders, is to be part 
of a vast 60-year program. 

There was thunderous applause 
as Mussolini predicted that the pro- 
gram would give Italy “the primacy 
of the world” in the twenty-first 
century. 

He denied, however. that the ex- 
pansion would be a “case of terri- 
torial conquests.” 

“It is a case of natural expan- 
sion tending toward collaboration 
between Italy and the people of Af- 
rica and of the Near East,” he said. 
“The historical objectives of Italy 
are two—Asia and Africa. The 
south and the east ar the ca.dinal 
points to awaken the interest and 
the will of Italians. To the north 
there is little or nothing for ug to 
do. Neither to the westward, in 
Europe, or beyond the ocean.” 

Warns Against Interference. 
Despite his assertion «that it 
would be only “natural expansion,” 
however, the Premier gave warn- 
ing against attempts to interfere. 

“We demand,” he said, “that na- 
tions which have already arrived 
in Africa do not block at every step 
Italian expansion”—a demand said 
to have been aimed particularly at 
France. 

Later, referring to France in a 
general discussion of Italian for- 
eign relations, Mussolini said: 

“Relations with France are bet- 
ter from a general viewpoint. But 
reality demands I state that none 
of the problems which have exist- 
ed between us for 15 years has been 
solved.” 

Internal Development. , 

He turned to touch on internal 
development phases of the pro- 
gram. The audience, gathered in 
the Rome Opera House one week 
before the five-year. elections, sat 
in close attention. 

“In this age of plans,” he said, 
“] want to lay before you a plan 
not for five years or 10 years—/| 
but for 60 years, on to’ 
the twenty-first century, at which 
time Italy will have the primacy of 
the world.” 

Under the progrum, he declared, 
“every rural pergon will have @ 


he said, 500,000 rural houses would 
be rebuilt, 930,000 repaired. 

He outlined plans to complete 
swamp reclamation by 1940, build 
new aqueducts and highways and 
to recreate Italian municipalities. 

Italy’s Foreign Problems. 

Mussolini repeated Italy’s inten- 
tion to help Austria preserve inde- 
pendence. The absence of any ref- 
erence to relations with Germany 
—cooled over the question of Aus- 
trian independence—was _  consid- 
ered significant. He did refer to 
Germany in discussing arms, It 
was after he had said reform of 
the League of Nations “will be 
made. when disarmament is _§set- 
tled.” 

“Heavily armed states,” he said, 
“will not disarm.’ An Italian mem- 
orandum states the problem in all 
of its reality. If nations will not 


pose the parity of arms required 
by Germany. They cannot pre 
tend to disarm people like the Ger- 
mans.” 

As for Italy’s military expendi- 
tures, Mussolini repeated that Italy 
would never attack. But, he added, 
ft will be “ready for any eventu- 
ality.” 

Solution of the problem of man 
and machine is Fascism, Mussolini: 
asserted. 

“Machine can subjugate the in- 
dividual ‘but it will be bent to the 
will of the State, which will re- 
conduct it to the service of man as 
an instrument of liberation, not an 
accumulator of miseries,” he said. 

Parliamentarism, he declared 
could not fall lower than it has. 
Countries where it exists, he said, 
are in agony, and it is inevitable 
that the “corporative system” 
should supersede it. 

“The reconstructive aspect of 
Fascism is interesting,” he declared, 
“the principles of the last century 
are dead. Democracy, Sociaiism 
Liberalism, Masonry (the Masonic 
order) are finished. They mean 
sen yo to the new generations. We 

marching toward new forms of 
civilization in politics ‘and in eco- 
nomics. 

“The State has taken again its 
sight and its prestige as the only 
supreme interpreter of the necesst- 
ties of national society. The people 
‘fare the body of the State and the 
State is the spirit of the people.

Britain Considers How to Use 


Treasury Surplus, Estimated 
At $203,000,000 by March 31 


Increase in Dole or Cut in Income Tax Chief 
Issues—Middle Course Likely to 
Be Adopted.

LONDON, March 19.—The Brit- 


ish Government is now beginning 
to face the problem which almost 


every other government in the 
world would be only too glad to 
take on: namely, how best to dis- 
pose of the large surplus which 
this year’s budget now is certain to 
produce. With three more weeks of 
the fiscal year still to come, the 
Treasury has amassed a surplus of 
15,000,000 pounds sterling, and it is 
confidently estimated that the net 
favorable balance by March 31 may 
be 40,000,000 pounds ong (about 
$203,000,000). 

Theoretically any budget surplus 
goes automatically to the reduction 
of the national debt, but Parliament 
has the power, if it desires, to di- 
vert such windfalls for current use. 
With trade improving, experts esti- 
mate the yield from taxes will be 
greater in the coming 12 months 
‘than in the past and that Neville 
Chamberlain will have something 
like 70,000,000 pounds sterling to 
work with when he introduces the 
next budget, Therefore, even if the 
Chancellor adheres rigidly to sound 
finance, as that term is interpreted 
by British financiers—and as he is 
practically certain to do—he will be 
able to ease the financial worries 
of a considerable section of the 
community. 

Question of a Division. / 


The question as to how he ought 
to divide this melon has already 
precipitated a sharp controversy. 
Basically this takes the form of a

It is now widely accepted that the 
maximum unemployment benefit of 
the equivalent of $3.75 weekly for 
men, $3.40 for women and 50 cents 
for dependent children really is 

scarcely adequate to sustain life on 
a reasonable basis. Finally, many 
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conservative politicians have be 
come frightened'‘over the dwindling 
popularity of the National Govern- 
ment and especially of the report 
that the lower class electorate has 
realized that some gesture is over- 
due. 


With unemployment at its pres- 
ent level, it is computed an in- 
crease of 10 per cent in the “dole” 
for adults and 50 per cent in the 
children’s allowance would cost 
about £8,000,000 (sterling) annually. 
Restoration of the cuts in official 
salaries also made in late 1931 
would absorb £11,000,000 (sterling); 
while reversion to the old scale of 
income tax allowances for small 
wage earners would cost £24,000,000 
(sterling). 


Suggested Disposals.

contract clause of the Constitution 
when it imposed a 3 per cent tax 
on gross income of its competitor, 


the Puget Sound Power & Light 
Co., a Massachusetts corporation. 
‘Justice Stone delivered the 
opinion of the court. Justice Van 
De Vanter wrote a concurring opin- 
ion, in which Justices McReynolds, 
Sutherland and Butler joined. The 
concurring opinion agreed that the 
Seattle ordinance fixing the tax did 
not violate the due process or thé 
contract clause but on different 
ground than that cited by Justice 
Stone.” 
“Power to A-inihilate.” 

In its briefs and in argument be- 
fore the court, the privately owned 
utility contended that if the Su- 
preme Court upheld the tax, there 
would be no legal or equitable bar- 
rier to a higher tax, that the mu- 
nicipality could thus lessen compe- 
tition, and if it so desired, destroy 
its competitor. 

“To decree such a power to thé 
city,” the Massachusetts corporation 
said in its brief, “is to decree to 
the city power to annihilate appel- 
lant, to the direct aid and benefit 


city.” 

The company estimated that the 
tax would have cost it about $120, 
000 during the fiscal year ended 
last June. It paid the tax for one 
month under protest and began the 
present suit by seeking to recover 
this amount and to stop future pay- 


ments. 

“The contention here,” wrote 
Justice Stone, “is that constitu. 
tional limitations are transgressed 
only because the tax affects a busi-

court. Insull is his own most accusing witness. 

It is with Insull as a symbol the serious thought 
of the world is concerned. He inearnated the post- 
war boom. He created an empire. Among the kings 
of electrical power he was the mightiest of them all. 
Finance trembled at his Jovian frown, beamed in- 
gratiatingly at his smile, unbolted the doors, of his 
treasure as he went on and on through the tangled 
web of his enterprises that at last became a labyrinth 
in which he gropingly lost his way. 

Samuel Insull is a symbol today. He embodies the 
end of an era. He biares in the headlines of all the 
front pages the requiem of the Old Deal. He blares 
it abjectly. Nothing of courage, nothing of dignity 
in the passing. Only the furtive shadow of a fugitive. 

But if the law has indicted Insull, Insull has 
indicted his fellows and the practices of his and 
their heyday. “I have done nothing,” he has said, 
“that is not done by any reputable business man.” 
That, of course, is not true. But there is, unfor- 
tunately, a measure of truth in it, a sufficient 
measure, possibly, to have warranted Insull’s 
feeble alibi. 

President Roosevelt’s swift, pungent aE 
in his address to the code authorities is in point. 
Reciting the excesses of avarice in which sections 
and cities vied with ane another, as well ag indi- 
viduals, in their frenzied competition, he said:

in Germany was the finest discussion of an inter 
national subject that St. Louis has heard in years. 


To say that it was a forthright message, brilliantly 


presented, is to describe it in mild terms. Every 
word of it breathed the integrity and unflagging 
devotion to the good of the world which has charac- 
terized the speaker’s work as editor and publicist 
for more than a third of a century. 

If ever a man stood justified by the course of 
events, Oswald Garrison Villard is that man. He pro- 
tested against the folly of the World War while it was 
yet young, and when the President whose New Free- 
dom he had so enthusiastically received took the 
United States into the conflict, he denounced it as 
the mistake which he was sure history would prove 
it to be. When he first cried out against the tragic 
injustices and abuses of the Treaty of Versailles, the 
ink was not then dry on the signatures of those who 
connived at or consented to its atrocities. 

On both counts, time bears him out, and it does 
so with tragic accuracy. ,Every nation which went 
into the war lost by it, and even those innocent ones 
which rembkined neutral have suffered along with the 
guilty. The battle for democracy and the misguided 
peace which followed it spawned a crop-of dictator- 


| ships by the side of which tolerant monarchy is emi- 


nently desirable. The revenge and humiliation 
heaped on Germany, while on its knees, set the stage 
for the desperate course which German affairs have 
followed since the war, and particularly in-recent 
months. 

Thus vindicated, Mr. Villard commands our re 
spectful attention when he sounds the alarm today 
ahd says that Nazi Germahy is dominated by ruthless 
nationalists and militarists who are far worse than 
those who surrounded the Kaiser in 1914. Mr. Vil- 
lard was born in Germany, and its people. and their 
fortunes have been one of his greatest interests. 
When he condemns the cruelties to the Jews, the 
destruction of the liberal press, the regimentation 
of children and the abolition of academic freedom, 
he does it with full knowledge of the traditional 
tolerance and intellectual attainment of the Germans 
and their institutions. He knows, in short, what he 
is talking about. | 

There is one paragraph in the address which must 
be quoted just as he spoke it: 

The Hitler Government presents a challenge, 
and if it persists, it will see to it that the world 
faces and answers that challenge. There will be 
no escape from it. We are to choose once more 
whether we are to be free men, or whether we 
are to be human beings enslaved. For me there 
can be no compromise. I shall remain true to 
our American faith as long as I have eyes to see, 
ears to hear and lips to speak. 

No words of William Lloyd Garrison, the great 
“Liberator” in the fight against Negro slavery, sur- 
pass these of his grandson in eloquence, vision and 
high resolution.

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HISTORY OF THE CHISELER. 

Those unsavory persois once known as cheaters 
have become chiselers in the forceful lexicon of NRA. 
The word has connotations of emphatic disapproval 
in our economic warfare rivaling those surrounding 
“slacker” in our late military conflict. Its adoption 
by President Roosevelt and Gen. Johnson has given 
the word official sanction. Dictionary editors promise 
to include it in their next editions as a valid word, 
without tagging it slang or colloquial.

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Subsistence Homesteads 


Government hopes to solve problem of excess population in industrial areas by setting 
up part-time farming projects for excess labor; plan also includes moving farm 
families from poor lands to fertile regions; its backers feel experiment will help 
solve relief problem, will decentralize nation’s industry and abolish “rural slums.”

O aid in redistributing the ioverbalance 

of population in industrial areas, the 

Department of the Interior this year 
will establish, in selected “problem areas,” 
a number of stibsistence homesteads. Con- 
gress has voted a “revolving” fund of $25,- 
000,000 for this purpose. 

In this experiment, the Federal Govern- 
ment, for the first time, has entered the 
field of national planning. Important though 
it is as an emergency employment measure, 
the experiment has a significance far larg- 
er than this. For it represents the initial 
step in a movement that may eventually 
bring the migration of a million or more 
Americans, in order to provide permanent 
employment and security for those who for 
any one of several reasons—age, health, 
technological conditions, etc.—have little, if 
any, hope of again becoming regular wage 
earners when business and industry resume 
their normal activity. 

Faced as we have been with so gigantic 
an unemployment problem, part-time farm- 
ing has received in the past two or three 
years a new emphasis. Through the sub- 
sistence homesteads, the Government now 
proposes to demonstrate to cities, states and 
the individual how part-time farming can 


be employed as one means of dealing — 


the unemployment probiem. 

The idea underlying the subsistence home- 
stead is the pattern of life which we till 
find in many European villages. The plan 
includes not only garden production for 
each family, but also opportunities for 
wood-working, hand weaving and other 
handicraft.+ A r market for the prod- 
ucts of handicraft exists in the United 
States, provided an efficient and not too 
costly system of distribution can be worked 
out. The homesteader will live in a com- 
munity of 100 or 200 families, each in a 
house that need not be the exact duplicate 
of that of his neighbor, and each will be 
free to apply his native skills.

A subsistence homestead will not be a 
completely self-sustaining and economically 
independent community. Work for cash 
wages of some kind is regarded as essential, 
both to repay the advances made by the 
Government and to give each community 
an econgmic relationship to the rest of the 
country. Without cash income, no home- 
stead, it is conceded,.can be successful. 

The Department of the Interior has sought 
to provide help for “stranded” industrial 
population groups. The decline of a par- 
ticular industry, or its re-éstablishment at

The municipality, which is enabled 
to function only because it is a tax 
gatherer, may acquire property or 
conduct a business in the interest 
of the public welfare, and its gains 
if any must be used for public ends. 
Hence equal protection does not re- 
quire a city to abstain from taxing 
the business of a corporation organ- 
ized for profit merely because, in 
the public interest, the public has 
acquired a like property or con- 
ducts a like business.” 

Interpreting Constitution. 
Answering the private company’s 
argument that the city might les- 
sen competition, Justice Stone said: 
“The injury, which the appellant 
fears may result, is the consequence 
of competition by the city, and not 
necessarily the imposition of the 
tax. Even without the tax the pos- 
sibility of injury would remain, for 
the city is not bound to conduct 
the business at a profit. The argu- 
ment that some way must be found;

on the list, and when you hear the 
triumphal march, sung without bén- 
efit of costume or orchestra, it’s a 
revelation of the singing talent 
here.
